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SEPTEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $5.52 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  in  September  1967  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $5.52  per  hundred- 
weight for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  differential  of  7.9  cents.  The 
minimum  price  is  also  subject  to  a 4 cents  per  hundredweight  marketing  service 
deduction  to  nonmembers,  authorized  hauling  charges,  and  location  differentials. 

The  $5.52  price  for  September  1967  is  44  cents  above  the  August  1967  price,  but 
5 cents  under  the  September  1966  price.  The  $5.52  blend  price  includes  about  28  cents 
derived  from  funds  paid  into  the  pool  by  handlers  on  April,  May,  and  June  deliveries 
under  the  "Louisville  Plan". 


SEPTEMBER  PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

There  were  872  approved  producers  who  shipped  20,798,574  pounds  of  milk  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  market  during  September  1967  of  which  17,002,946  pounds  or  81,8%  was 
utilized  in  Class  I by  10  pooled  handlers.  Class  I utilization  was  up  9,1%  from 
August.  On  a volume  basis,  production  was  down  3.3%,  but  Class  I utilization  of 
producer  milk  was  up  8.7%  from  August  1967. 

OCTOBER  CLASS  I PRICE  $5.51 

The  effective  basic  formula  price,  as  established  by  the  amendment  to  §1047,50 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  order,  of  $4.05  was  increased  by  the  standard  differential  of 
$1,20  and  further  increased  by  a special  20  cents  adjustment  and  a supply-demand 
adjustment  of  6 cents  to  establish  the  Class  I price  of  $5.51.  This  price  of  $5.51 
is  2 cents  less  than  the  September  1967  Class  I price,  and  15  cents  less  than  the 
October  1966  price,

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SALES  OF  FLUID  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  AND  RECEIPTS  OP  MILK  FROM  PRODUCERS  1/ 

Daily  average  whole  milk  sales  during  June  totaled  83.3  million  pounds 
in  76  marketing  areas  under  Federal  or  State  regulation.  The  daily  average 
for  June  was  about  2 percent  below  a year  earlier  and  7 percent  below  the 
average  daily  rate  for  May  1967.  Daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  75  regu- 
lated areas  during  June  averaged  about  12  percent  more  than  a year  earlier 
but  about  the  same  as  May  1967. 

June  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (mostly  half  and  half)  in  74  regu- 
lated areas  averaged  about  1.1  million  pounds  per  day — down  5 percent  from 
the  same  month  a year  earlier  and  down  almost  2 percent  from  May.  Other  cream 
product  sales  on  a daily  basis  during  June  in  74  marketing  areas  were  also 
down  5 percent  from  a year  earlier  and  2 percent  below  May. 

Combined  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  milk  products  during  June  1967 
averaged  about  the  same  as  a year  earlier,  as  the  increase  in  skim  milk 
sales  offset  decreases  in  the  other  fluid  product  groups.  The  June  daily 
average  for  all  fluid  products  was  nearly  6 percent  below  May. 


PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS 


September  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  averaged 
$6.27  per  hundredweight  for  176  markets,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
The  September  average  is  up  9 cents  from  August  and  14  cents  above  a year 
earlier. 

Store  prices  to  consumers  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  sold  in 
25  cities  averaged  51.1  cents  per  half  gallon  in  early  September.  This  was 
one-half  cent  above  August  but  was  about  the  same  as  a year  earlier.  Home 
delivered  quart  prices  for  the  25  cities  averaged  31.4  cents  in  September — up 
slightly  from  August  and  nearly  1 cent  higher  than  September  1966.
